NEW GRAIN VARIETIES 
FOR WESTERN CANADA 

Agriculture Minister Harry Hays 
today announced the release by 
the Canada Department of Agri¬ 
culture of four new grain varieties 
'— a new wheat, a new barley, a 
new oat, and a new flax. 

The new wheat has been named 
Manitou. It is a high quality, rust 
resistant spring wheat that has 
outyielded Selkirk and Pembina in 
tests throughout the Prairies over 
-the past three years. Manitou car¬ 
ries exti;a genes for stem rust re¬ 
sistance and also has outstanding 
leaf rust resistance. 

Conquest,' the new six-rowed 
malting barley, is superior to the 
malting varieties now grown in 
yield, straw strength, and disease 
resistance. In the black soil zones 
of Manitoba and eastern Saskat¬ 
chewan, it has outyielded Husky, 
a feed barley. Conquest is the first 
malting variety developed in 
Canada that is resistant to both 
loose smut and stem rust. 

The new oat is Harmon. It is 
very similar to Rodney except that 
it is resistant to Race 7A stem rust 
and is higher yielding. 

Noralta, the new flax variety, is 
early maturing and has performed 
exceptionally well in the black and 
gray soils of Alberta and the black 
soils of Manitoba and eastern Sas¬ 
katchewan. It is superior in yield 
and straw strength to early matur¬ 
ing varieties now grown. Noralta 
also carries resistance to race 300 
flax rust. 

Mr. Hays commented: 

“The introduction of these new 
varieties of grain is of great signi¬ 
ficance to Canadian agriculture. In 
each case, the new grains are con¬ 
sidered by my Department’s re¬ 
searchers who developed them to 
be superior to existing varieties, 
both in their resistance to disease 
and in production capacity. 

Because of the importance of 
wheat in Canada's economy, espe¬ 
cially in the export trade, the new 
wheat variety is of particular sig¬ 
nificance. In tests it has outpro¬ 
duced Pembina and Selkirk in the 
rust areas of Manitoba and Saskat¬ 
chewan and has performed as well 
as Thatcher or Canthatch, even 
outside of the rust regions. 

It is another example of the im¬ 
portance of research carried on by 
the sdentiests in my department 
not only to agriculture but to the 
whole Canadian economy. I believe 
this new wheat variety will help 
Canadian farmers stay in front in 
the increasingy competitive inter¬ 
national wheat market. 

The new barley variety is also of 
considerable importance since it 
has proven more productive and 
disease - resistant than existing 
malting varieties.” 

Seed of Manitou wheat and Con¬ 
quest barley will be distributed to 
Foundation growers selected by the 
Department of Agriculture in con¬ 
sultation with Provincial Stock 
Seed Committees of the Canadian 
Seed Growers Association. Distribu-

That in the event that any owner of property served by 
the sewer and sewage disposal system shall fail to remove 
from such property any cesspool, septic tank or outdoor toilet, 
by the date set, The Municipal Council of the Village of Ar- 
rowwood shall be at liberty by its servants or agents to enter 
on such property, to remove, destroy or otherwise do away 
with such cesspools, septic tanks or outdoor toilets at the 
cost and expense of the owner of such property.

Action On Nursing Home 

An announcement can be expected at any time 
now that a 35 or 50-bed nursing home will be built 
and operated in Vulcan by private enterprise. 

In conversation with Ross Ellis of High River, 
chairman of the Vulcan-Foothills district board, he 
intimated that two private concerns were interested 
in the venture and that a majority of the board 
members concerned favored a private enterprise 
nursing home over a municipally-owned and operated 
home. 

The question of whether a private or a municipal 
owned and operated nursing home is better was de¬ 
bated at some length by board members before deci¬ 
sion was made. Briefly, a private enterprise home will 
not involve any financial commitment by the muni¬ 
cipalities concerned, either for original costs or to 
meet a possible operating deficit. Standards of ser¬ 
vice have to satisfy the Board but it was on this 
matter that there were some divergent opinions. A 
municipal nursing home, while faced with the desir¬ 
ability of staying within its budget and avoiding 
losses, would not be governed by a profit motive such 
as must necessarily govern a private enterprise nurs¬ 
ing home. There is always the possibility that econo¬ 
mies in operation and service might be practiced by a 
privately-operated home that could directly or in¬ 
directly affect the welfare of its patients, and it is 
this possibility, mainly, that governed the thinking of 
those in favor of a municipally-owned home. 

However, a nursing home for the County of Vul¬ 
can area is definitely needed and whether it is 
privately- or municpally-owned and operated may not 
really matter. Only time will tell and meanwhile 
action is underway to provide this needed service.

home. 

The speaker said 50 per cent of 
the world's newsprint supply comes 
from Canada and in this regard a 
plan of reforestation is being ef¬ 
fected to provide continuous new 
growth. But he said other seg¬ 
ments of society are wasting and 
plundering the forest and bush 
country. 

In encouraging the dollar help 
offered from the U.S. in converting 
I sub-marginal land in this province 


to wetland waterfowl breeding 
areas Mr. Fetterly said a tract of 
land in the eastern part of Alberta 
is already being converted to this 
purpose. 

He urged farmers to work along 
the contours of their land and 
plant trees in unused hillsides to 
help conserve moisture and culti¬ 
vate rather than burn stubble. 

In closing Mr. Fetterly suggest¬ 
ed his listeners “Take a better look 
at God-given things which are ours 
. . . nothing that lives can survive 
long without water — take care 
of what you’ve got”. 

MC Rev. Bob Johnson then intro¬ 
duced the musical portion of the 
program which consisted of some 
polka-styled accordian selections 
by Casper Klotz, accompanied by 
Alvin Jacobson on drums and Pete 
Huculak on guitar, and followed 
by three songs by Mrs. Evelyn 
Eberl, one accompanied by Jean 
Ann Hartung. on piano. Two 
western ballads sung by Howie 
Marshman preceded a general sing¬ 
song during which time the floor 
was cleared for the short old-time 
dance which followed. 

Before the evening ended Glen 
Dahl was given the thanks of the 
local sports group for hfs two 
years of devoted Fish and Game 
work and incoming president, char¬ 
ter member John Andrews was in¬ 
troduced.

Premier, announced by the S r- 
geant at Arms entered the Assem¬ 
bly and took his seat on the 
Throne. He read The Throne 
Speech and retired from the as¬ 
sembly. Step six was the introduc¬ 
tion of the first Bill, a non-money 
Bill, followed by the tabling of the 
Throne Speech. The remaining 
steps were formal motions for con¬ 
sideration of the Throne Speech on 
Friday; printing of Votes and Pro¬ 
ceedings; appointing of Select 
Standing committees; appointing of 
a Special committee, and a motion 
of adjournment of the Assembly by 
the Premier to Friday at 2:30. 

The Speech from the Throne is 
a document which unveils Govern¬ 
ment Legislation for the session. 
In this report I will merely give 
a resume'. In future reports I will 
discuss various amendments and 
bills in detail. 

The department of Agriculture 
reported that farm income for the 
first six months of 1964 was ap¬ 
proximately 25 tr higher than for 
the same period the previous year 
due, mainly to the increased sales 
of wheat on the export market. 
Also, various agricultural services 
will be enlarged; additional studies 
on irrigation and drainage prob¬ 
lems will be continued from which 
more efficient and improved pro¬ 
grams will be developed; expan¬ 
sion of the ARDA program will be 
carried out under a new agree¬ 
ment with the Government of 
Canada; and amendments to agri¬ 
cultural statutes including the 
Marketing of Ageseuliuml Pro¬ 
ducts Act will be proposed. 

In the field of education the 
Speech emphasized the continuance 
of Committee study of the compiex 
problem of how best to meet the 
ever growing educational needs, 
having regard to the factors of 
service,, cost, type of institutions, 
and population distribution; the 
further expansion of the Southern 
and Northern Institutes of Tech¬ 
nology; and a special attention to 
be given to the provision of train¬ 
ing which will upgrade the aca¬ 
demic background and technical 
skills of unemployed and other 
workmen desirous of taking ad¬ 
vantage of this opportunity. 

Public Health called for exten¬ 
sion of benefits under the Alberta 
Hospital Plan to include out¬ 
patient service at hospitals 
throughout the Province. This will 
provide diagnostic and emergency 
treatment services and will help 
reduce the demand on in-patient 
service, thereby freeing more hos¬ 
pital facilities for those requiring 
in-patient care. Also a careful 
study is to be made of the needs 
for new mental hospital facilities 
in the southern part of Alberta. 
Plans will be mndp during the en¬ 
suing year for a new 300 to 400 
bed mental hospital clinic to bo 
built at the Foothills site in 
Calgary. 

Also the speech asked the legis¬ 
lature to approve an amendment 
to the Alberta Eltction Act extend¬ 
ing to Indians, as defined in the 
Federal Indian Act the right to 
vote in provincial elections.

FROM THE LEGISLATURE 


Ray Speaker M.L.A. 

Alberta’s second session of the 
15th Legislature opened Feb. 18, 
3 p.m., with much pomp, color, and 
pagaentry, a 12 step ceremony, 62 
members in the assembly—59 So¬ 
cial Credit, two Liberal, one Coali¬ 
tion, 1 vacant— and as well some 
400 guests. The Clerk of the As¬ 
sembly, Ray Crevolin, read the 
official Proclamation calling the 
Legislature. MivSpeaker, Hon. Ait 
Dixon, announml by the Sergeant 
at Arms entered the Assembly. 
Then the Premier accompanied by 
the Clerk left the assembly by the 
Members Entrance to the light of 
the Speaker in order fo escort His 
Honor The Lieutenant Governor. 
Minutes later. His Honor with the 


citizen's boor's during t ie ensuing 
\ear will complete the govern¬ 
ments’ original undertaking to pro¬ 
vide accommodation for 4 000 
senior citizens. As the need arises, 
provision will be made for the 
construction of additional units. 

A special committee has been set 
up to study adoption. 

Concern was shown in the Speech 
for people who remain on public 
welfare for some time. It indicated 
that special attention will be given 
to developing rehabilitrti n of 
welfare recipients. 

A new act to provide an altern¬ 
ative procedure to private bills for 
obtaining exemptions from munici¬ 
pal assessment and taxation of 


property of non-profit, charitable, 
religious, educational, or welfare 
organizations, was requested for 
Assembly approval. 

The Body was asked to approve 
the establishment of a special legis¬ 
lative committee to study the 
problems confronting commercial 
fisheries and to make recommend¬ 
ations for the solution of these 
problems. 

The Speech showered the 
northern part of our province with 
recognition., It called for approval 
of a comprehensive program, re¬ 
commended by the Northern De¬ 
velopment Council, to accelerate 
the construction of roads, air strips 
and other facilities as are required 
to service existing communities 
and open new areas of develop¬ 
ment This program will include a 
pilot project under which new
